Mr. McCarthy, of the Deaf-Mnte 
College, who went South on a botani- 
cal excursion this vacation, writes to 
one of his correspondents the following 
interesting account of his joun 
from a point on the banks near Cape 
Hatteras to Roanoke Island, celebrat- 
ed as the place of Sir Raleigh's first .un- 
fortunate colony : 

•• To reach Roanoke, I took passage 
on a small fishing schoonor, which bad 
brought a picnic party from thence, 
and which was advertised to sail at 7 
o'clock, p.m. It was, fa 11 

o'clock before they came on board, and 
then every one of them was as drunk as a 
Highland piper. They sot sail in the 
i of a Hatteras gale, and except 
for a thorough shaking up, wo would 
have been all right, had Hay not began 
to quarrel over the contents of a jug 
they had aboard. At this juncture, 
a gust from Hatteras struck the schoo- 
ner full on and with a plunge she 
capsized and went down. The hour 
was 12 o'clock p.m., the date, July 
1 5th, 1886. When the ship capsized I 
was dozing on a box down in the hold, 
and vvas awakened by being pitched 
fairly upon my head, and immediately 
a torrent of water began to pour in 
through the open hatchway. Instantly 
taking in the situation, 1 made a jump 
for the hatchway and succeeded in 
grasping the casing, but was quickly 
swept away by the torrent and banged 
against the side (if the ship with a 
foroe that almost dislocated my left 
shoulder. Very luckily, it was that I 
struck upon my shoulder and not up- 
on my bead, for had the latter happen- 
ed. 1 would have been stunned and 
drowned before recovering my sea* 

Men and other folks are elm tly terri- 
fied at shadows. Death is dreadful only 
when seen but dimly. When one 
comes face to faeo with this grisly 
terror, fear vanishes. I never felt cool- 
er, though it seemed in trHtli that. I 
had drawn my last breath. I began 
to calculate my chances of escape. 
They wore very slim indeed. I was 
caught like a gopher in his hole. 
Realizing that any further attempt to 
get out through the hatchway would 
be futile, and serve only to exhaust 
what air I bad in my lungs and so fa 
ten the end. 1 kept still till I judged 
from the stopping of the current that 
the vest*) had filled, then groping my 
way to the hatchway 1 dived through 
aud rose to the surface none too soon 
to catch another breath. Of course, all 
this occupied much less time than it 
takes to relate it. I may have been 
under water for two or three min 
utes. After reaching the surface, I 
kepi afloat for near half an hour by 
swimming and clinging to wreckage, 
and was then hauled aboard a small 
boat, which very fortunately hud been 
towing at the stern of the capsized 
I. I (vwe the preservation of my 
life partly to fort un e and partly to 
skill in swimming. Others less for- 
tunate or loss skillful found watery 
graves as a wind up to their da 
frolic. I lost my entire botanical out- 
lit, plants, presses, paper, portfolio, 
etc.. and nearly all my clothing, pri- 
vate papers, watch and spectacles. I 
was lauded upon Roanoke in a sad 
plight, but am free to say the natives 
treated me handsomely, supplying 
s.arv clothing, food and shelter 
while I stayed with them. The day 
following the wreck was rough w« 
ther and no one could get near the 
k ; the second day I went out in 
a Bmall boat and disrobing went 
down and entered the hold of Hie \ 
sol in the same way 1 had gotten out. 
and made a search for my property, 
but rooovered nothing but my plant 
knife and umbrella — ruined by the 
water. In spite of this misadventure, 
1 succeeded in my purpose of explor- 
ing the Island, and may publico at 
Some later date an account of what I 
saw. Finally I reached Washington 
about a month after 1 had left town, 
and stepped Upon the wharf a bitter 
cd and forlorn a wight as the anoient 
Mariner himself. However, "All's 
well that ends well, ' is my motto. I 
have ordered a new oullit, and am 
building new presses, meaning to try 
it again, for 1 assure you, the good 
botanists as distinguished from the 
lazy one, fearelli neither malaria nor 
mosquitoes not moving accidents by 
tlood or field. lie mookelh at the 
tempest nor careth he aught 
wrecks by sea or land.* * "
